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Beware of Scams 


The Michigan State Po- 
lice is urging citizens to be- 
ware of scams. The scams 
we see on a regular basis 
are typically conducted 
through the internet or 
phone. Common scams re- 
ported to the MSP. 

¢ Computer anti-virus 
scam: A message will pop 
up on your computer screen 
advising you the computer 
has been infected with a 
virus. There will be a num- 
ber to call, and they may re- 
quest information about 
your financial accounts, or 
request you purchase a gift 
card, and give them the in- 
formation on the card. 

¢ Puppy scam: Occurs on- 
line. An advertisement will 
be located for a breed of dog 
you are interested in. You 
will message with the scam- 
mer online, and they will 
usually tell you there is 
only one or two puppies 
left. Scammer will request a 
deposit to reserve the 
puppy. They usually re- 
quest payment through a 
cash app, e.g., Venmo. May 
request additional money 
for vet bills or vaccinations. 

¢ Social media relation- 
ship scam: You will be con- 
tacted via social media by a 
scammer who will quickly 
become interested in a rela- 
tionship. The online profile 
will be fake, and the scam- 
mer will want you to give 
them money, usually done 
through a Google play card, 
or some other gift card. 
They will claim they need 
money for gas, or trans- 
portation to meet you in 
person. 

NEVER make payments 
to someone through cash 
apps, or with gift cards, un- 
less you know them. 

NEVER give out your 
banking, or personal infor- 
mation over the phone. 

NEVER click on links 
from suspicious emails. If 
an email states your ac- 
count (amazon, eBay, etc.) 
has been compromised, go 
directly to the company’s 
site or app to login. 


Free Vision 
Screening 


East Jordan Lions will

Screening for Young Chil- 
dren The East Jordan Lions 
will sponsor free vision 
screenings for children six 
months to seven years of 
age. This will be at the East 
Jordan Fall Festival at 
Tourist Park, September 
30th from noon — 3 pm at 
the Kids Sight trailer. We 
encourage families to bring 
their children in for a free 
vision screening. The ac- 
tual screening takes less 
than a minute, but the bene- 
fits can last a lifetime. Many 
vision problems run the 
risk of becoming perma- 
nent if not corrected by age 
seven, when the eye reaches 
its full maturity. Early 
screening leads to early de- 
tection, which helps ensure 
that children get the follow- 
up care they need.

Boyne City News 


SHORT-TERM RENTALS 
- The City Commission dis- 
cussed an update on short- 
term rentals provided by 
Planning Director Scott 
McPherson Tuesday. The 
number of STRs (not in- 
cluding accessory units) in 
the Traditional Residential 
District increased from 94 
to 105 in the past three 
months. Commissioners 
discussed the possibility of 
placing a cap on this district 
but decided to table any ac- 
tion until possibly their Oc- 
tober 24th Commission 
meeting, which would be 
changed to a 7 p.m. meeting, 
if all Commissioners can at- 
tend. That will be con- 
firmed at the Commission’s 
September 24th meeting. 


BUBBLER ORDINANCE 
- The Commission held the 
first reading of the pro- 
posed new ordinance to reg- 
ulate bubblers that are used 
to keep ice away from per- 
manent docks along Lake 
Charlevoix. Minor changes 
were made, and the second 
reading of the ordinance 
will be held at the October 
24th meeting. 


HOUSING COMMISSION 
- The Commission approved 
a request to transfer title of 
city-owned properties that 
are operated by the Housing 
Commission. The transfer 
will allow the Housing Com- 
mission to expand its serv- 
ices on these properties. 


COMMISSIONERS PAY - 
The City Commission ap- 
proved a recommendation 
from the City Compensa- 


tion Commission to in- 
crease the compensation of 
the mayor and city commis- 
sioners by $500 per year. 
This sets the annual pay 
amounts at $3,750 for the 
mayor and $3,200 for Com- 
missioners. 


PAVEMENT STUDY - The 
City Commission approved 
a recommendation to award 
a contract to engineering 
firm C2AE to perform a 
Pavement Surface and Eval- 
uation Rating (PASER) 
study for $11,500. This will 
help the city evaluate which 
streets need repairs for next 
year’s budget. 


POLICE DRONE - The 
Commission approved the 
$7,188 purchase of a drone 
to be used by the Police De- 
partment, thanks in part to 
a donation of $1,500 from 
the Charlevoix Lions Club. 


LABOR AGREEMENT - 
In action taken late last 
month, the City Commis- 
sion approved a new three- 
year labor agreement with 
AFSCME, which represents 
our DPW and Water/Waste- 
water employees. Major 
points include wage in- 
creases of 7%, 4% and 4% as 
well as increasing the con- 
tributions into the defined 
contribution pension pro- 
gram from 8% of wages to 
12%. The new agreement 
will run through March 31, 
2026.

City Commission will 
meet at 12 noon Tuesday, 
Sept. 26, at City Hall.

Judge Valerie Snyder is a 
role model for us all, as she 
is dedicated to helping the 
people of Charlevoix and 
Emmet Counties through 
her work as a probate and 
family court judge. This is 
truly who she is, a person 
with humility and an open 
mind, eager to serve the 
community that has been 
her lifelong home. 

Judge Snyder grew up in 
Charlevoix, graduated 
from high school here, then 
went on to Adrian College 
for her undergraduate 
studies and to Willamette 
University to earn her law 
degree. 

After practicing law lo- 
cally for two decades, she 
was appointed Probate 
Court Judge for Charlevoix 
and Emmet Counties in 
2017. She was then elected 
for a full term in 2018. In 
addition to her probate 
docket, Judge Snyder gives 
much of her attention to 
the family court docket, 
which includes both juve- 
nile delinquency and child 
protective cases. Judge 
Snyder and her staff work 
hard to provide local pro- 
gramming to help keep ad- 
judicated youth in their 
own homes. Those efforts 
include a juvenile drug 
treatment court program, 
diversion of cases for men- 
tal health treatment, and 
court school programming 
that is run in cooperation 
with the county, Char-Em 
Intermediate School Dis- 
trict, and treatment 
providers who are readily 
available for both sched- 
uled sessions and to handle 
emergencies. The court 
also works with the Manna 
Food Project to provide 
food and personal care 
items to all youth on proba- 
tion who are in need. 

These efforts are more 
important than ever in 
light of the lack of secure 
detention and residential 
treatment programs avail- 
able for juveniles in Michi- 
gan. Many facilities 
offering juvenile services

shut down during COVID 
and have either not re- 
opened or reopened at less 
than full capacity. This has 
caused the courts to look to 
neighboring states to house 
our juveniles when neces- 
sary to keep themselves or 
others safe. The issue has 
the attention of our state 
government, and while 
Judge Snyder hopes more 
will be done at the state 
level, she continues to 
work with community 
leaders to create local solu- 
tions. 

With regard to her work 
on the bench, Judge Sny- 
der believes one of the 
most important things she 
can do on a day-to-day 
basis is to ensure that the 
people who come before 
her have a meaningful op- 
portunity to be heard in 
the courtroom and to ex- 
plain why she is making a 
certain decision. She rec- 
ognizes that not everyone 
will agree with the out-

As the summer ends and 
the 2023 NLEA/DTE En- 
ergy Foundation Interns 
move on, the Choose the 
North campaign will con- 
tinue. The intern project 
was created with the goal 
of attracting and retaining 
young talent in our region. 
To achieve this, the interns 
created a secondary brand 
that highlights living, 
working, and playing in 
Northern Michigan. This 
summer, we have con- 
ducted twenty-six inter- 
views with local 
professionals which serve 
as the basis for a key com- 
ponent of the campaign. 
The edited interviews are 
posted to YouTube and 
highlight not only their ca- 
reer path, but also their fa- 
vorite pastimes and why 
they chose to live here. 

Across our four different 
social media platforms (In- 
stagram, TikTok, Face- 
book, and YouTube), we 


were able to reach over 
41,000 people between mid-

opportunity to promote 
Northern Michigan’s 
lifestyle and professional 
opportunities to people 
across the country. Ap- 
proximately twenty-five 
percent of our TikTok 
views have come from 
downstate population cen- 
ters, such as Detroit and 
Grand Rapids, while ap- 
proximately forty percent 
of views were from out-of- 
state locations, such as 
Denver, Minneapolis, and 
Columbus. Reaching a na- 
tional audience is signifi- 
cant, because it exposes 
more people to the per- 
sonal professional opportu- 
nities our region offers. A 
major reason we were able 
to grow our reach so 
quickly was our collabora- 
tions with local businesses. 
When Choose the North 
content was posted featur- 


ing owners or employees of 
a local business, many 
businesses shared the con- 
tent through their chan- 
nels which helped both us 
and the business reach 
new audiences. Looking 
forward, we plan to launch 
an ad campaign targeting 
areas with a large demo- 
graphic of young profes- 
sionals. This ad campaign 
will highlight the profes- 
sional opportunities avail- 
able in Northern Michigan 
and plant a seed in the 
minds of the viewers that 
they can live and thrive in 
our region. 

While the intern team 
may be finishing their time 
with the NLEA, the Choose 
the North talent attraction 
and retention campaign 
will continue. One intern 
team member, Lila Bolden, 
will continue working on 
the project part-time while 
at college. This will allow 
the campaign to continue 
to grow and reach an even 
wider audience. This sum- 
mer, we created an exten- 


sive library of interviews 
that are prepared to be 
posted every Friday for the 
rest of 2023. Our followers 
will learn more about the 
unique businesses, exciting 
professions, and alluring 
natural environments that 
our region has to offer. 
Next summer, another 
group of interns will take 
the baton and carry the 
campaign even further.

“The EGLE grant really 
underscores the confi- 
dence the state has in this 
project,” Top of Michigan 
Trails Council Executive 
Director Brent Bolin said.

Key to success is our 
ability to develop positive 
relationships with our 
team members; relation- 
ships that encourage and 
empower them to bring 
their best effort, thinking 
and ideas to work.

Here are some funda- 
mental principles. 

Communicate, communi- 
cate, communicate. Try to 
have one-on-one conversa- 
tions with each team mem- 
ber each week. Ask how 
they are doing, what they 
need, and how we can help, 
and share information that 
supports their ability to 
succeed in their work. 

Be firm and straightfor- 
ward, and fair. It is impor- 
tant to be direct with 
people to minimize mis- 
communication. Using am- 
biguity to spare someone’s 
feelings may be an easy 
path to take, but it’s the 
wrong one. State your per- 
formance standards and 
use that as an explicit 
measure. 

Give constructive feed- 
back. Giving feedback is a 
leadership skill. Without 
constructive feedback peo- 
ple likely cannot change. 
They need to know the im- 
pact of their behavior on 
others, how to change it 
and why it matters. 

Listen, listen, 
listen. Make the time to 
ask people what they think 
and then, with an open 
mind, really consider their 
ideas. 

Catch them doing good 
work! Remember to praise 
specific actions, behaviors 
and results rather than 
simply “nice job”.

Choosing a Foreclosed Home to Buy 


Foreclosed homes 
represent some of the 
finest buying opportu- 
nities in many years. If 
one understands how to 
choose the right prop- 
erty, they can be 
pleased with the pur- 
chase. 

Just because it isa 
foreclosed property, 
does not automatically 
guarantee that it will be 
a good buy. There are 
several factors to con- 
sider before choosing a 
property and making 
an offer.

PURPOSE 


Is one an investor or 
looking for a home to 
live in?

Buying a fore- 
closed home in a good 
location, with a 
monthly payment that 
is affordable will result 
in less stress and more 
happiness in a new 
home.
